The 
Courrier du Soir published yesterday after- 
noon a curious item to the effect that the 
blockade will be complete only as regards con- 
tra band of war, and that the international 
side of the questions raised may be set- 
tled by evidence as to what interests suffer 
injury from the blockade. “The blockade 
will then present an excellent basis of nego- 
tiations, says this journal whien it will 
undoubtedly render necessary without preju- 
dice to any ulterior guarantees.

Rear Admiral Humann will oc- 
cupy an island eighteen miles from 
the Menam. It is reported also that there is 
no intention to bombard Bangkok, although 
the batteries on both sides of the river at Pak- 
nam and on the island midstream will be de- 
stroyed. The royal palace, where 12,000 
soldiers are believed to be massed, will be at- 
tacked and occupied.”

IRRITATED AT SLOW ACTION,

The ‘only thing 
these boys can do is to wait, and push, and 
struggle, endure great physical discomfort, 
and miss the sale of their papers for part of 
the day, which means that they shall aiso 
miss what passes with them for dinner, for 
the privilege of being clean once in a year. 
After the bath came the distribution of 
clothing. Two hundred boys stood in Jjine 
patiently waiting their turn while another 
hundred who did not know Supt. Daniels so 
well swarmed around him, not rough and 
noisy but only afraid, so very much afraid, 
that the badly needed clothing would all be 
gone before their turn came and that for 
months longer they would have to wear the 
rags that hardly covered their nakedness. 
Never once did a harsh word escape Supt. 
Daniels, though he was so closely beset that 
for half an hour he could do nothing but ex- 
postulate. Finally he was forced to take a 
piece of board and push back broad sides of 
boys until he had dressed the line into order. 
Some of the women teachers were on the 


ground at times. These, like Supt. Daniels, 


were treated with the utmost respect by the 
children. Some of the smaller boys were met 
by these teachers going sorrowfully away with- 
out the coveted bath. They were worn out with 
waiting in the hot sun and the dust. The only 
comfort these teachers could offer the disap- 
pointed little ones was the assurance that next 
year they should have a nice wash and some 
clean clothes.

INVESTIGATING SCHUMACHER’S DEATH. 


Physicians Do Not Believe That Thomp- 
son’s Blow Killed Him. 

OcoNomowoo, Wis., July 25.—[Special.}— 
An inquest was held today in relation to 
the sudden death of W. Schumacher, 
the discharged coachman of Mrs. Will- 
iam Hale Thompson. It occurred yes- 
terday durmg an altercation between him 
and another emplyé, and Mrs. Thompson's 
son was obliged to interfere. Two witnesses 
testified that Mr. Thompson gave the man a 
swinging blow, but not a severe one. Mr. 
Thompson testified that he merely put up his 
arms to ward off the blow aimed at him, and 
in doing so the man struck against them and 
fell back. 

The four physicians who conducted the 
autopsy agreed that death was the result of 
alcoholic apoplexy; that the victim was pre- 
disposed to it, and that any mental excite- 
ment was likely to be fatal to him. They also 
agreed that the several blood-vessels found 
near the base of the brain were in such a 
position as to preclude the possibility of hav- 
ing been broken by any outside blow, had 
there been one. The inquest was adjourned 
until tomorrow for the purpose of getting the 
testimony of John Gallagher. This witness 
is a friend of the dead man and could not be 
found today. 

Schumacher had been in the service of the 
Thompsons for a number of years and had 
given satisfaction until recently. He had 
been discharged several times, but upon 
R to do better had been reinstated.

Rumor That the United States Has Been 


reached Washington that the arbitrators in 
the Bering Sea controversy between the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain, who have been in 
session at Paris since March last listening to 
arguments in the case, had decided in favor 
of the United States.

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PLAYED AT THE SYMPHONY CONCERT. 


Beethoven's Seventh Symphony in A Major 
Carl Stasny Appears. 

Whe symphony concert yesterday brought 
out an excellent performance of Beethoven’s 
delightful Seventh Symphony in A major. It 
was played as well as orchestras generally get 
to play it—much better than most. This was 
followed by the new pianist, Mr. Carl Stasny, 
from Boston, in Saint-Saéns’ fourth con- 
certo. The work was played with great ease 
and coolness—and, in fact, as if the player 
supposed it to be music and not simply dis- 
play. In fact, under his fingers it did sound 
a good deal like music. Mr. Stasny is a 
gentleman about 50 years old, who plays 
as if he had been educated in the old school, 
but had taken up the modern school rather 
late in life. Nevertheless; he has fully 
mastered it, excepting in its cardinal principle 
of making the most of every passage that ite 
nature permits. Mr. sens does not do this, 
but plays it quietly and still with effect, but 
with an air of having seen that moon be- 
fore many, many times. He was recalled 
and roundly applauded, but did not make 
what is called a sensation. In fac a gentle. 
man near the musical listener exactly devined 
his feeling. He recalled the incident where a 
talented and ultra serious American pianist 
was studying with Moszkowski, who played for 
him Schumanns Etudes Sympho- 
niques —a most difficult and graphic piece 
of music. At the end the American drew 
a long breath, for he had been carried. away 
in the playing, and said with great earnest- 
ness, I wonder how Rubinstein would play 
it.“ Moszkowski took it in high dudgeéon, 
and went off in a huff. But later the American 
was able to make him see that the exclama- 
tion had not been based upon the defects of 
the rendition, but upon the delight it gave 
him, and he exclaimed: ‘I wonder if Rubin- 
stein would do it better.“ It was in this vein 
that some one near the reporter said yester- 
das: I wonder how Joseffy plays this. It 
was the very thought the reporter had, 
excepti that he had heard Joseffy, 
and distinctly remembered the refinement 
and the bravoura of the brilliant pe .

To nan for the resumption of specie 
payments at the beginning of 1879 the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury was authorized to sell as 
many 4 per cent bonds as in his judgment and 
that of the President would be necessary to 
support at par value the outstanding currency 
obligations of the government, then about 346 
millions. Bonds to the amount of 100 mill- 
ions were sold for gold, and the proceeds cov- 
ered into the Treasury. That was about 30 
per cent of the amount of greenbacks out- 
standing, and it was found sufficient to raise 
and maintain them at par and to inspire full 
public confidence, On the same ratio the 
present liabilities of the government would 
require 240 millions of gold in the Treasury, 
or, say, 140 millions more than the amount 
of free gold there today, to uphold safely the 
800 millions of United States notes. If pro- 
vision were made for that reinforcement of 
gold in the Treasury Congress could adjourn 
and its members go home without apprehen- 
sion of the country being forced down to a 54. 
cent silver dollar basis.

SILVER MONOMETALLIST PROGRAM. 

The silver extremists have mapped out their 
program for meetings in this city next week. 
They intend to hold a meeting at the Audi- 
torium Tuesday, with a mass-meeting in Cen- 
tral Music Hall in the evening. For Wednes- 
day evening they design a monster mass- 
meeting on the lake shore, to which ‘all la- 
boringmen and friends of honest currency [7] 
are invited to hear speeches from such dis- 
tinguished blatherskites as Senator Jones of 
Nevada and Senator Peffer of Kansas. They 
want this to be the grandest demonstration 
of the silver element to be given before the 
opening of Congress. 

This statement by the 50-cent dollar silver- 
ites is intended to convey the idea that their 
orators at these meetings will speak in favor 
of an honest currency. But they will do 
nothing of thesort. If they really want an 
honest currency they would not need to hold 
the meetings. They will raise a howl about 
what they are pleased to calla “ gold-bug 
conspiracy against silver,” and will try to 
stuff the wageworkers with the false notion 
that the whole world except themselves is en- 
gaged in an effort to do away with the use of 
silver as money. But they will carefully con- 
ceal the real point in the case—namiely: the 
matter of ratio, the number of grains that 
should be put ina dollar. They will not con- 
fess that there would be no trouble, and no 
occasion for it, if they would agree to a com- 
mercial ratio between the metals, using silver 
in coin at the same value that it sells in the 
open markets of the world when offered in 
the form of bullion, What they intend to do 
if possible is to befog the working people 
into the belief that it would be fair, honest, 
and practicable for the Govérnment of the 
United States to double the value of a stated 
quantity of silver by putting a mint mark on 
it while stamping gold at its actual bullion 
value, 

Twenty years ago the commerelal ratio be- 
tween the metals was 15 to 1. An ounce of 
silver was then worth $1.29in gold. Now 
the ounce of silver is worth barely 70 cents, 
but these fellows insist on rating it for paying 
debts and paying labor as worth $1.29 when 
made into coin, when it is actually worth but 
54 per cent, and giving to every owner of 
100 ounces of silver the right to have itso 
coined for him by the government, That is 
what they mean by free silver coinage,” 

On the decrease of nearly one-half in the 
purchasing power of silver, due mainly to the 
fact that modern methods enable the miner 
and smelter to produce the metal at less than 
half the cost in labor in 1873, they clamor 
fora retaining of the old ratio. They want 
to have silver coinéd for anybody who owns. 
the bullion at the rate of 3714 grains to the 
dollar, though well aware that that quantity 
of silver is worth but about 54 cents all over 
the world. And by loud brazeh asseverations 
they strive to make the wage-workers believe 
it would be to their interest to be paid in 54- 
cent dollars and to have all the gold expelled 
from circulation. They take this ground at 
the same time thag they have ‘the cheek to 
pose as friends of bimetallism,” when it is 
silver monometallism they are working and 
arguing for. 
| It is these silver men who are the con- 

spirators.” They are conspiring in a gigantic 
effort to make the wage-earning classes in- 
dorse 54-cent dollars as the kind of money in 
which they shali be paid for their toil. De- 
pravity and humbug could not go further. It 
would be impossible to invent a bigger fraud 
on the workers than the one which these silver 
miners are striving to impose, Is labor 
stupid enough to swallow the bait and indorse 
the swindle? Surely not, The average work - 
ing man should be intelligent enough to see

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DEFENSE OF FADDISTS AT THE WORLD'S 
FAIR CONGRESS. 

It certainly will not tend to deen 
public appreciation in the practical value of 
the auxiliary congresses of the World’s Fair 
that one of the most important of them, the 
Congress of General Education, now in ges- 


sion, should have been dominated by the pro- 


fessional faddists, such as Col. Francis Parker, 
with their sentimental gush and nonsense, 
One may search in vain through the stuff he 
talked Monday and through the essays and 
speeches of all his fellow-faddists for a soli- 


tary practical educational or pedagogical sug- 


gestion. 

If these people talk in the class-rooms as 
they orate from the platform it is no wonder 
their schools are classed with the hum bugs of 
the day. 

Col. Parker defines the fad as the baptis- 
mal name of everything good and true that 
ever entered men’s souls.“ His definition is 
mere silly, sentimental bombast. 

The fad is an individual foible which the 
possessor supposes to be of some importance, 
and this supposition usually is encouraged by 
contractors who supply the material for the 
fads. It is a useless thing thrust into the place 
of an essential utility. That is the fad. 

Let us get to the heart of this controversy 
between the faddists and anti-faddists, and 
see what the actualities are. The great ma- 
jority of the pupils attending the public 
schools ↄf Chicago and other large cities are 
the children of the wage-earners and the mid- 
dle classes. They begin their echool life at 6 
years of age, and for the next three or four 
years on account of youth they can only ac- 
quire the most rudimentary ideas of letters 
and words and numbers. Owing to the neces- 
sity of bread-winning or the indifference of 
parents to the value of a sound elementary 
education the most of them leave before their 
fourteenth year, when the boys are but little 
more thau half grown. During that brief 
period of school life what is the most im- 
portant education they can receive, seeing 
that they will get no more after they quit 
school? Is it fads? Is it mud pie making, 
genufiections or calisthenics, paper cutting 
and paper matching, the grotestque absurdity 
of studying music by notation, or the still 
more grotesque absurdity of tryingto learn to 
speak a foreign tongue from foreign prim- 
ers, which no child in the primary schools 
ever yet accomplished? 

Is it not, on the other hand, the acquire- 
ment of practical education which shall equip 
children for the struggle of life; enhance 
their intelligence, their worth at citizens, 
their productive power and earning capacity ; 
which will enable them the better to get 
bréad, clothes, and shelter, and to support 
families, and make good and useful citizens 
of them? 

The school year is but forty weeks; the 
week but five days; the school day but five 
hours. Deducting time lost by sickness and 
other causes, the school period is exceedingly 
brief and it coversa time when the mind re- 
ceives slowly, because it d immature. And 
yet these foolish faddists, blindly assuming 
that all pupils can be proficient in special 
fads, making no allowance for aptitudes or 
natural ability in special directions, demand 
that a large part of this brief period shall be 
spent in studies which are non-essentials, 
while the time is not long enough for the es- 
gentials. It is a perversion of the time which 
should be devoted tothe utilities, and the out- 
come is to send the child out into life crippled 
and unprepared for the struggle with his fei- 
lows. 

The faddists in the educational congress, 
many of whom themselves are deficient in the 
fundamentals of a good education, ridicule 
the “three R's,“ maliciously misstate their 
values, and discount their importance. 

The first of these R's is Reading. It in- 
cludes learning to spell, read, pronounce,accent 
correctly, and to define the meaning of words. 


‘ Youth is the time to obtain these and if not 


obtained then they never will be secured after- 
wards in one case ina thousand. It requires 
close attention week after week and month 
after month. If not obtained in this period 
the person mus< go thaough life laughed at as 
an illiterate every time he or she speaks or 
reads aloud. 

The second R“ is Writing—the ability to 
put one’s ideas on papur, to punctuate and to 
capitalize correctly, so as to convey one’s 
ideas and information to others; and yet the 
Chicago schools yearly are turning out many 
thousands of children who cannot read, spell, 
write, punctuate, capitalize, and define fairly 
well, because a large part of the time which 
should have been devoted to these essentials 
is occupied with fads, flummery, and foreign 
languages, and many of those who advocate 
the fads are no better equipped in these edu- 
cational essentials than the poor, untaught 
pupils themselves. 

The third R“ is Arithmetic. It goes with- 
out saying that the boy who is not able to 
count and reckon, who is ignorant of quanti- 
ties, dimensions, and amounts; who cannot 
put down dollars and cents, or add, subtract, 
multiply, or divide correctly; who does not 
know anything of interest, decimals, or com- 
mon fractions, goes out into the world an ig- 
noramus; and if knowledge be power he is 
without power in the struggle with those who 
do know these things. 

To read, spell, pronounce, define, punctu- 
ate, write a legible hand, and to cipher 
all fairly well—is the minimum of education 


which every sane child has the right to de- 


mand of the schools; and he has the equal 
right to demand that the time for acquiring 
them shall not be interrupted by fad or fool 
studies. 

Included in the three R's are also geography 
or a knowledge of the pupil's own country 
and other countries and of the world and its 
divisions, rivers, islands, seas, mountains, etc. 
Also grammar, so that the language may be 
written and spoken correctly; and an ele- 
mentary history of the country should be 
studied, explaining when the country was 
founded; its most important events and what 
its great men have done. To these should be 
added some knowledge of physiology, includ- 
ing the laws of heaith and cleanliness, of 
chemistry, of mechanics, and of music, so 
far as plain singing is concerned. All, these 
grow out of the three R’s, and every story of 
education, if it rises as high as the Masonic 
Temple, rests upon them. 
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for the payment of a debt 1 other pur- 
pose does not go back to bank or to 
any other bank, but remains out of circula- 
tion. It is locked up in safety deposit vaults 
or hid away at home. | 

There is no excuse for this lack of con- 
fidence in sound, prudent banks, The man 
who takes money out of a weak bank needs 
no defense, Not so the person who. takes it 
out of a good one} where it ia safer than it is 
in his own hands, to lock up or hide. There is 
no danger of any general calamity which will 
prostrate all the banks. Do not these timid 
depositors know that Congress will meet in 
special session a week from Monday for the 
specific purpose of relieving the present finan- 
cial distress of the country, restoring ¢onfi- 
dence, and assuring the public there will be no 
slump to the 54-cent ailver. standard? 

Supposing, however, that Congress should 
do nothing, or do worse than nothing, and as 
a consequence the great misfortune should 
befall the country of a drop to a silver stand- 
ard, It is true that in that eventif a man 
had a deposit of $10,000 in 4 bank he would 
lose half of it, for he would be paid in dollars 
worth only half what they pretended to be 
worth. But if he were to draw out that de- 
posit before the drop and put his notes in a 
safety deposit vault they would shrink just as 
much in purchasing power when the drop 
came, 

There is no reason why the depositor should 
not put as much faith in a well managed, con- 
servative bank now as he ever did. His dis- 
trust of all banks and his fear that his cash 
will not be safe unless itis where he can see 
it are helping to make a bad state of affairs 
worse. 


MANDERSON’S “ JOINT RESOLUTION.” 

Senator Manderson of Nebraska in an in- 
terview said the first thing Congress should 
and probably will do is to pass a joint resolu 
tion that the government will keep every ail- 
ver and paper dollar on a parity with gold. 
He tHinks also the silver question should 
be met “ina spirit of compromise,”” Such 
a joint resolution would be merely u feaffirm- 
ation of the Democratic Presidential plat- 
form, which pledged the party to just that 
thing. What Congress should do is not 
merely to resolve to that effect, but to work 
for it and do something. The real point is, 
What is Congress going to do to make good 
the resolution already passed by the Demo- 
cratic National convention? Mere déclara- 
tions that the t has good 
intentions are not sufficient, What actual 
measure does the Senator contemplate to 
strengthen the hands of the government and 
enable it to redeem and maintain at par its 
800 millions of notes outstanding? Is the 
Nebraska Senator prepared to work for and 
vote for a bill authorizing the government to 
sell gold bonds for gold with which to fill up 
its now depleted coffers so that it will be able 
to stand any run on it for the redemption of 
its notes and thus restore shattered public 
confidence?

TION IN CHICAGO, 

Gen. A. J. Warner of Ohio, who used to be a 
Democratic Congressman from that State, 
who still calls himself a Democrat, and who 
is belteved to have voted for Cleveland last 
fall, is in this city for the purpose, he says, 
of making arrangements for the bimetallio 
convention” to be held here next Tuesday.

Not one of them would sell any of his proper- 
ty for 371 grains of silver money if he could 
get 28M of gold money for it,

Lonpox, July 25.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Mr. John Leng (Advanced 
Liberal), member for Dundee, asked if the 
government was aware that British subjects 
possessed rights over forty square miles of 
land in the Siamese Provinces of Chantaborn, 
Krat, and Battambang for working ruby and 
sapphire mines, and whether, in the event of 
France annexing those provinces care would 
be taken to guard British interests. Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Foreign office, stated in reply that the govern- 
ment was aware of the mining rights held in 
Siam by British subjects, but he pointed out 
that the provinces in which these rights are 
held lie to the west of the Mekong River, and 
were not, therefore, included in the territorial 
demands made by France. 

The Hon. George H. Curson, Conservative, 
member for the Southport Division of Lan- 
cashire, asked whether France had notified 
Great Britain that it had established a block- 
ade of the Siamese coast; whether the estab- 
lishment of such a blockade would be regard- 
ed as an act of belligerency between France 
and Siam; whether the blockade had | been 
or would be recognized by Great Britain; and 
what measures the government proposed to 
take in regard to the matter. 

Sir Edward Grey replied that Great Britain 
had received from France verbal noticé of 
the intent of the French Government to 
blockade the Siamese coast. The blockade 
would certainly be an act of belligerency. The 
British Government, Sir Edward added, pro- 
posed to continue its present protection of the 
lives and property of British subjects in Bang- 
kok. The government thought that the value 
that attaches toa declaration of blockade 
must vary with the circumstances of each par- 
ticular case.

STABBED TO DEATH BY A FRIEND. 


David Rees Dies from Wounds Inflieted by 
James Halliday. 


“Send the patrol wagon to Twenty-fifth 
street and the Chicago, Rock Islandand Pa- 
cific rajlroad tracks right away,a man is 
stabbing another there.“ This was the tele- 
phone message Lieut. Barrett of the Twenty- 
second Street Station received at 6:80 o’cloek 
last night.

„Rees told me on several occasions that 


Mrs. Marshall had stolen $2 from him. I 


told him he should speak to her about it and 
not tome. Tonight he brought the matter 
up again, and I spoke to Mrs. Marshall about 
money in his presence. Then he denied 

said anything to me and called me a 
— e invited me out on the street to fight, 
and I went out and he followed me. When he 
got to the railroad tracks he grabbed me by 
the throat and I stabbed him.’ 

Halliday did not appear to regret his act. 
He said he had been working all day laying a 
sidewalk at Twenty-fourth street and Portland 
avenue, and had been “‘ rushing the growler ”’ 
allday. He thought he was drunk when he 
stabbed Rees. Heis 37 years old and has 
been living in the cit 1 years. His father, 
C. Halliday, lives at No. 173 North McNab 
street, Hamilton, Ont.

Two Reports Submitted to Agents, but No 
Agreement Reached on Charges for 
World's Fair Travel—The People Are 
Still Clamoring for Transportation to 
and from the Exposition at a Cost 
Within Their Means Rock Island Ex- 
tension to Fort Worth Opens Sunday. 


It becomes more certain every day that low 
rates to the World’s Fair will not be made, 
unless some of the roads who are inclined to 
do the fair thing kick over the traces and pre- 
cipitate a rate war. If the sandbaggers keep 
up their present obstructive tactics it is quite 
certain that the Santa Fé and one or two 
other Western roads will make rates by Aug. 
1 that will enable the masses to come to Chi- 
cago and see the Exposition regardless of 
what the other roads may do. The only hope 
the obstructionists have of preventing a gen- 
eral row among the Western roads is to in- 
duce the roads in favor of low rates to make 
acompromise agreement, and to this end 
they are bendi ag all their energies. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the General Pas- 
senger Agents of the various Western roads 
the committee on World’s Fair rates sub- 
mitted a majority and minority report. The 
majority report is as fellows: 

Without attempting to fix various other details 
which would be necessary in connection with the 
adoption of any new plan for World's Fair excur- 
sion tickets, the committee report the adoption 
of the following: Except where the present 
basis of 80 per cent of double the ular local 
fares make a lower rate, ular World's Fair ex- 
cursion tickets may be sold to Chic every day 
commencing —— and up to and inclu Oct. 
81, 1893, at the rate of one fare for the round trip 
plus $2. The regular forms of World’s Fair 
tickets now in use, with the standard limit for 
return on or before Nov. 15, 1893, to be used and 
to be good on all trains and in all cars. The 
forego to operate as a repeal of all previous 
rules and legislation on World's Fair rates. 

The foregoing is the old chestnut the op- 
ponents of low rates have tried to get through 
on different occasions. The object is to pre- 
vent any roads from taking advantage of the 
agreement made last June that, in the event 
of an agreement as to rates not being reached 
by Aug. 1, any road may put in effect such 
excursion rates as it may deem proper. 

The minority report is signed by Mr. White 
of the Santa Fé, and his proposition is that 
from points within 100 miles the rate should 
be 80 per cent of double locals. From points 
beyond 100 miles a fare and one-third for the 
round trip should be charged, until a round- 
trip rate of $10 is reached. The maximum 
rates from Missouri River points to be $10 
for the round trip (the present one-fare rate 
is $12.50 and the round-trip rate 817.50). 
Beyond the Missouri River rates to be scaled 
up to meet the fixed rates, as follows: 

Topeka, 611.50 round trip; Newton, $138.50; 
Wichita, : infield — Wellington, $15; 

J. Arkansas City, and Hunne- 
well, $16; Oklahoma, $20; Hutchinson, $14; 
Dodge City, $16; La Junta, $20; Colorado com- 
mon points, from Denver to Trinidad, inclusive, 
B25 ; Las Vegas, $35 ; Santa Fe to El Paso and 

„inclusive, $40. 

From St. Louis the rate for the round trip 
to be $7.50 and from points southwest of St. 
Louis one fare to be added with a maximum 
of $14. At Wichita and intermediate points 
and from points south and west of Wichita 
via St. Louis the same rate to prevail as above 
named. Tickets to be sold daily with a limit 
of thirty days and good for continuous pas- 
sage, but not good in parler or sleeping cars.

The foregoing propositions were discussed 
throughout the day, but an agreement could 
not be reached, and finally an adjournment 
was taken until 10 o’clock this morning.

MAKE A TWENTY-FIVE SECONDS RECORD 


Evauston’s Life-Savers Do the Capsize 


Drill in Short Order. 

In just twenty-five seconds from the time 
they were plunged info the water and their 
boat lay keel up the crew of the Evanston 
Life-Saving Station was seated again at the 
oars. Yesterday morning the crew gave its 
annual exhibition capsize drill off the 
Evanston station and about 800 spectators 


‘our times was it 
capsized at intervals of several minutes and 
the time of righting it again varied not more 
than three or four seconds, The boat used is 
eighteen feet long, with an eight foot beam, 
and weighs 1,500 pounds. It is a surf. 
boat and is a self-bailer. It took about 
sixty-five seconds to right the boat when the 
crew first learned. The crew is composed of 
students of Northwestern University. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 25.—[Special.]— 
Special Agent C. S. Crain in a report to the 
Secretary of the Treasury relating to charges 
that the crew of the Evanston, III., Life Saving 
Station were remiss in their duty when James 
Prentiss was drowned says he examined the 
Captain, crew, and other persons. Capt. 
Lawson, under oath, testified : 

The accident ‘took place Sunday, June 11 
1893, at 6:30 p.m. There was hardly any wind 
and the lake was smooth. I was in my house, 
which is about 200 yards from the station, when 
I heard the gong ring and immediately ran to the 
boat, which was fastened to a pier running into 
the lake. In less than two minutes from that 
time four of the crew and self were in the 
boat and pulling to the caps craft, which 
was about one and one-half miles northeast of 
the station. While we were on our way I noticed 
two boats pull out from water-works only 
half a mile from the point where the boat cap- 
sized. These boats reached the scene about three 
minutes before we did and rescued the youn 
lady who was with Mr. Prentiss. He was drown 
before any one could reach him. We returned to 
the station for grappling hooks and searched for 
the body that evening and again Monday, but 
without success. A diver employed by the young 
man's father found the y Tuesday. very- 
thing phat coulé be dang wae Rene to rescue the 
parties. 

This statement was corroborated in detail 
by Robert Holt, who was on watch at the time 
of the accident and rang the gong which sum- 
moned the Captain and crew to the relief of 
the people in peril. There are eight men at 
the Evanston Life-Saving Station, and at the 
time of the accident there were five men at 
the station or in close vicinity; two at supper 
and one ex . No one saw the boat cap- 
size but Mrs. Graham, wife of the engineer at 
the water-works, who testified that she heard 
the first cry for help about 6:15 p. m. Sun-

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TO CUT OFF DEBATE. 


PRESIDENT OLEVELAND URGES SEN A- 
TORS TO ADOPT OLOSURE. 


Greatest Danger to the Repeal of the Sher- 
man Law Is Indefinite Filibustering, 
but Senator Gorman and Others Object 
to the Term=—Work in the Chicago 
Harbor and the Hennepin Canal—Seal- 
ers Have 80 Far Done Great Work 
This Season. : 

Wasuineron, D. C., July 25.—[Special.]— 
President Cleveland is strongly urging upon 
Democratic Senators who agree with him on 
the financial question the necessity of adopt- 
ing some cloture rule which will enable the 
majority in the Senate to reach a vote on 
questions within a reasonable time. He real- 
izes that the greatest danger in the way of a 
speedy repeal of the Sherman law lies in the 
possibility of indefinite filibuster in the Sen- 
ate. This, it is said, leads him into.a state of 
anxiety that some limit to the possibilities of 
filibuster should be secured. Out of this po- 
sition on the part of Mr. Cleveland is said to 
grow considerable conflict between him and 
the Democratic Senators. 

It was due tothe absence of any cloture 
rule and the inability of the Republican ma- 
jority to adopt one that the Democrats were 
enabled to defeat the force bill during the 
Fifty-first Congress, At that time Cleveland 
had little sympathy with the fright and anx- 
iety of the Southern Senators. He gave utter- 
ance tonoopinion onthe subject and that 
was one of the arguments used against his 
nomination among the Southern delegates at 
Chicago. The Southern Senators, however, 
retaina vivid recollection of the force bill 


fight and the dangers that surrounded them. 


There is no term in parliamentary usage more 
distasteful to them than that of cloture. Mr. 
Gorman was the leader in the fight against 
the adoption of the cloture rule at that time, 
and cannot consistently favor one now. He 
is believed to be in full sympathy with Mr. 
Cleveland on the financial question, but it is 
understood that they are utterly at odds on 
the question of cloture. 
Feeling it to be important to the fulfill 
—— of his purposes that a vote should be 
orced on the tepeal of the Sherman silver 
law, Mr. Cleveland will adhere to the propo- 
sition of the adoption of the cloture and 
will do what he can to get the Democrats and 
Republicans who represent his general ideas 
as to finance to unite in blocking any attempt 
at filibustering. If a serious attempt is made 
to modify the Senate rule to that end Mr. 
Gorman will be found N in the opposi- 
tion. While willing to do all he can to secure 
the repeal of the Sherman law by other 
means, he will make an active 4 deter- 
mined fight against any restriction of the 
time honored prerogative” the Southern 
Senators to talk as much as deliberately 
on any subject as they desire.
